Hello, we would like to make 
you ati interview for the ma- 
gazine of o urHigh-schoo I-Can 
you tell us something about 
your tife? 

Ye$, of course. J was born in 
Vilfava 36 years ago. I studied 
theology in M6xico and ! was 
ordaned as a priest in June 
1983.1 have vvorked in Hon- 
duras and in E1 Salvador, and 
later l went to the diocese of 
San Cristobat de las Casas, to 
do a job whkh has lasted 
more than five years. 


How and when were you ex- 
pelied from Chiapas? 

La?tyear, On the 22'"' of june I 
was kidnapped by ihe Mexican 
gcrnemment and deported ahng 
ipitli other priest for doing toork 
tuhiclt didn f suit the 
Government 's commdment to 
the poor people ofChiapas. 


Qn you tell us what the pro- 


biem is there? 

Chiapas is the most southem 
and poorest state in the Mexi- 
can Repubiic, bordering Gua- 
temala with 74.000 km 2 , and 
3.200.000 people, more than a 
million of them are native 
ones, and 30% of them illite- 
rate Most of those who can 
read and write have no 
primar\ ; education. The 
health conditions are preca- 
rious, the peasants have to 
walk for hours to see a doc- 
tor, who perhaps is not there, 
or who possibiy can not just 
see them, Life expectancy is is 
very small after 70- Every 
vear more than 15.000 people 
die in this Mexican state 
because of hunger and mal- 
nutrition, or just firom illnes- 
ses very easy to heai in arsv 
other vvestem countr)-'. 

What do the Chiapanecos 
want? 

They declared w r ar on the 
army and Mexican Govern- 
ment as the onEy solution t'or 
so many years of fighting the 
Corrupted Government. They 
don't want the power, just 


food, educa tion,. housirtg, 
freedom, democracv,... and 
an efective justice. 

How can we heip? 

!n Spain, in Navarra, there 
are various non-govemment 
organizations. There is one in 
Villava (SupportGroup for 
Chiapas). They collect money 
for schools, hospifcais, ...etc, 
and most important, they 
inform people of these pro- 
biems and collecfc signatures 
to be sent there, to the Mexi- 
can Government, condening 
the situations, the expulsion 
of 12 priests, etc, We could 
also send letters to the \lexi- 
can Government so that they 
could see that more and more 
peopSe disagree vvdth the un- 
fair situafion of the people in 
Chiapas, You, young people 
have to start heiping with 
these kind of things.
